A Wel Decrees Of War 


The people of Canada, under the leadership of Their Excellencies the 
Governor-General and Lady Bessborough, supported by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments, all political parties, the churches, the press, the 
medical profession, organizations of every description, and men and women 
of goodwill throughout the length and breadth of the Dominion, have de- 
cided to commemorate the twenty-fifth anniversary of the accession of King 
George V. to the throne. of the world’s greatest empire on May 6 by a 
declaration of war. 

Canadians are a peace loving people; they abhor war, and their whole 
history proves that they never engage in war except when absolutely forced 
to it in self-defence, but, once in, they fight to the finish with all the 
strength, energy and resources they can command, Fighting in their own 
defence they never remain on the defensive but adopt vigorous offensive 
tactics to bring about the defeat of the common enemy and safeguard their 
own existence. History proves this to be true. 

So, with the lives of thousands of their people at stake, all Canada has 

decided to mark the Silver Jubilee of His Majesty, who has been well de- 
scribed as a kingly man and a manly king, by a declaration of war upon a 
common world enemy,—cancer. The ammunition required to prosecute this 
war is,—money. Money is necessary in the conduct of all wars, and in 
1914-1919 Canada supplied it in the hundreds of millions, yes, billions. In 
this new and humanitarian war a substantial war chest is essential to 
success, although not in the enormous sums referred to above.- Every 
Canadian family is asked to contribute to the extent of their ability. 
; Mankind is forced to wage a continuing war against disease, and look- 
ing back over past years it is gratifying to know that, taken as a whole, it 
has been a successful war. A few years ago the great scourge was Tuber- 
culosis, the White Man's Plague, which topped the list of diseases afflicting 
the race. To-day it is in retreat, now far down in the list, with a steadily 
diminishing number of victims. 

Yellow fever, which once counted its victims by the thousands, is un- 
known; smallpox has been eradicated; diphtheria, which carried off children 
by the thousands, has been conquered through the discovery and use of anti- 
diphtheria serum; cholera, typhus, and other plagues are now practically 
unknown, with the result that the expectation of life as been more than 


._—eubled; nearly trebled, within the past 100 years. 


On the other hand, the ravages of cancer continue to increase until 
to-day it is responsible for more deaths than any other disease with the 
single exception of diseases of the heart. Cancer comes second on the list 
and in 1933 was responsible for 10,646 deaths in Canada as compared with 
7,614 only seven years previously in 1926, and the toll is progressively rising 
higher each year, having increased from 93.9 per 100,000 in 1931-32 to 100 
per 100,000 in 1933. 

This is the common enemy that now calls Canada to arms and has re- 
sulted in this Silver Jubilee declaration of war. 

Contrary to a view widely held, cancer is not an incurable disease. It 
can be cured if it is discovered and treatment commenced in its early stages. 
Early diagnosis is the all-important factor. But to secure early diagnosis 
involves, first, education of the public, the provision of a largely increaed 
number of qualified diagnosticians, and facilities for treatment throughout 
the whole country. These are the essential munitions in this war, and they 
cost money. 

The people of Canada, the rich, the merely well-to-do, even the poor, 
are called upon to enlist in the army of attack on his dread enemy which is 
now on the offensive against our people and scoring a victory over us. As a 
Canadian people we must now take the offensive, take it boldly and in a 
large way, and fight back. If we do, success can ‘and will be achieved. 

The idea of the “King George V. Silver Jubilee Cancer Fund for Can- 
ada” is an admirable one. It will be administered by trustees and every 
dollar will be spent in Canada, in the saving of Canadian lives. To estab- 
lish that fund each Canadian family and household is asked to contribute 
one dollar, or as many more dollars as they can. Contributions may be sent 
to Lady Besshorough, Government House, Ottawa, who will acknowledge 
every donation received, large or small, on a card bearing the portraits of 
the King and Queen. 

Thus does Canada propose to commemorate the Silver Jubilee of His 
Majesty. by the creation of a permanent national anti-cancer fund. It will 
be an expression of the loyalty and affection of the Canadian people to His 
Majesty and at the same time a tangible, lasting and humanitarian record 
of a great national event. 


We are glad to add the support of this column to the nation-wide appeal 


now being made in support of this effort to commemorate a reign that is 
one of the finest in British history in a manner which has received the 
gracious approval of His Majesty and as something designed to be of last- 
ing value to suffering humanity.

Flooding Of Land 

The cultivation of rice grass on the 
low-lying lands of Essex and other 
similar mud flats in England may re- 
sult in turning thousands of acres of 
waste land into profitable pasture. 
Spartina grass’ became known in 
Great Britain about 100 years ago 
through a few seeds dropping accl- 
dentally from some cargo ships at 
Southampton Docks. They took root 
and formed a hybrid with British 
grass which attracted the attention 
of agricultural scientists who saw 
the possibility of “growing” their sea 
wall instead of spending thousands 
of pounds on sea defence to prevent 
the land being flooded. Experiments 
have proved that such a wall is not 
worn away by the tide, and now Hol- 
land and Australia are planting rice 
grass with a view to converting large 
tracts of marshes into pastures. 


Bonus Paid On Coal 


Canada Has Paid Out Over Six 
Million Dollars Since 1928 
Since 1928 Canada has pad $6,781,- 
176 in subventions and other forms 
of assistance to aid the coal industry 
in the Maritime provinces and Al- 
berta, a return tabled in the House 
of Commons said. Of that amount 
$4,457,992 went to the Maritimes 
and $1,859,958 to Alberta. 
Payments made generally by the 
trade and commerce department to 


assist in placing Canadian coal used 


in the manufacture of iron or steel 
on a basis of equality with imported 
coal,amounted to $465,273, while ‘‘ad- 
ditional payments” made under the 
Domestic Fuel Act to the Maritime 
coal industry totalled $87,953. 

From 1931. to the present the 
amount of bonus paid on wheat was 
$12,708,576. The outlay in the year 
1931-32 when the five-cents-a-bushel 
bonus was in effect was $10,908,428. 


Correspondence Of Kings 


‘Findings In Palestine Date Back To 


700 B.C, 


The correspondence between two 
kings dating back to the time of 
Jeremiah, 700 B.C., has been discov- 
ered by the archaeological expedi- 
tion led by Prof. J. L. Starkey, of 
Great Britain, it was learned. 

The discovery was made at Tel 
Ad-Dumweir, ancient city, of Lachish. 
It consists of 12 Ostaraka. fragments, 
which are taken to be an exchange 
of secret letters between the king- 
dom of Judea and the kingdom of 
Babylon or Egypt. 

Details of the findings were made 
known to the Palestine government, 
but were not given out to the press.

Housing Plan 


Housing Scheme In Winnipeg Most 
Successful 


The 1920 housing scheme had been 
“most successful” in Winnipeg, 
Alexander Officer, chief inspector of 
the division of sanitation and hous- 
ing, told the parliamentary commit- 
tee on housing at Ottawa. 

The house had been built at an 
average cost of $4,000 for ‘“white- 
collar men,” who liquidated their 
obligation in‘ the form of rent over_a 
period of years, he said. The city 
housing commission had met all its 
obligations and continued to have 
money in hand. 

Mr. Officer emphasized his own 
particular concern was public health, 
In Winnipeg, out of 46,810 houses, 
there were only 247 without sewer 
and water connections. He doubted 
if there was another city in Canada 
with the same record.

The somewhat contradictory phrase 
“passive resistance” is being demon- 
strated in the House this session in a 
rather curious manner. The Liberal 
opposition, ready to talk for days and 
weeks on end in previous sessions, is 
almost completely silent on measures 
brought in by the government, con- 
tenting themselves with an occasional 
protest on the constitutional aspects 
of the bills but taking little part in dis- 
cussion of the clauses. If the Indepen- 
dents were equally passive the debates 
would have about as much “punch” as 
shadow boxing. Whoever is responsible 
for this line of policy certainly display- 
ed a political astutencss evidently un- 
expected in Liberal ranks and the re- 
sults are apparently rather disconcert- 
ing to the government. From former 
accusations of “blockade” of govern- 
ment measures the official opposition 
js now reprimanded by the Minister 
of Railways for passing the clauses in 
& light-minded manner and trying to 
kill the bill by ridicule. Mr. King, as 
he expressed it last week, “is not being 
manoeuvred into” any untenable posi- 
tion and his brief statements, made 
of deliberate intent, are in decided 
contrast to his elaborate dissertations 
of previous years. That the mind of 
the official opposition is fixed continu- 
‘ally on the inevitable election is evi- 
dent in many ways, especially in the 
large number of questions and_ orders 
for return with the obvious object of 
securing unanswerable data for use in 
the campaign, although there seems no 
probability of an election before late 
summer. The voters lists, comprising 
over five million names are now being 
printed but many peaple are feeling 
very doubtful on their accuracy and it 
would not be a very popular move to 
bring on the election without the re- 
vision provided for in the Act, even if 
the Prime Minister’s health made = it 
possible. Bulletins in this connection 
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thirty or fifty years ago, set itself to 
the task of reasonable regulation of 
trade within Canada there would be 
no challenge of its rights at the pres- 
ent time. I am just as jealous of the 
constitution of Canada as are the hon. 
gentlemen opposite but no harm will 
ever be done the constitution by a 
frank discussion in this House, or by 
searching through it for powers in 
order to give effect to legislation which 
we think is good for the people of 
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the people from the railways and not 
the railways from the people. “We are 
not asking anything unfair; we are 
asking only for treatment equal to that 
enjoyed by the eastern and prairie 
provinces,” said Mr, Reid.

ECONOMIC COUNCIL 


Another measure forecast in the 
Prime Minister's broadcasts, to provide 
for the formation of an Economic 
Council, has received second reading 
and passed the committee stage. The 
Council will be composed of seven gov- 
ernment officials, five members of 
economic bodies and three experts with 
the Prime Minister as chairman, and 
will be voluntary in nature, only ex- 
penses being paid.

Minister, the co-ordinated knowledge 
and activities of the higher civil ser- 
vants with a view of relieving the gov- 
ernment of much detail work.

INFESTATION OF 
HOPPERS NAY 
BE LIGHTER 35 


Heaviest Infestation Predict- 
ed West—South Compar- 
atively Light 


————

The farmers of Alberta are confront- 
ed with another grasshopper outbreak 
for the coming season. While the num- 
bers will be greatly reduced from what 
they were in 1934, control measures 
are going to be necessary in several 
sections of the province. The accom- 
panying map shows more clearly than} 
words how the outbreak is expected to 
develop this season. This map is the 
result of extensive surveys conducted | 
by the Dominion Entomological j 
Branch to determine where grasshop- 
pers were abundant and where eggs 
were laid during the fall of 1934. The 
severity of the expected outbreak is 
shown by the degree of shading on the} 
map. 


Three species of grasshoppers are in- 
volved in this year’s outbreak. The 
lesser migratory or stubble grasshopper 
(Melanoplus mexicanus) {s not as gen- 
erally abundant as last season, but is 
present in all localities. The two-strip- 
ed grasshopper (M. bivittatus) is much 
reduced in numbers, and 1s present sn 
only a few districts. The roadside 
grasshopper (Camnula pellucida) ts 
abundant in all the very severely in- 
fested areas, and shows some increase 
and spread over last season. This last 
spéctes largely confines its egg-laying 
to roadsides, headlands and ag 


ed pastures. 


‘The-serlousness of the outbreak in 
any given place will depend larzely on 
the weather during the spring. If the 
season should be as dry and warm es 
in $1934, the grasshoppers will cause 
considerable trouble and crop loss.

ARGENTINA KILLS WORLD 
WHEAT AGREEMENT 


The world wheat pact signed by 
some 22 important nations in 1933 
! which was supposed to continue until 
| August 1935 was virtually disrupted at 
‘the delegates’ meeting which was held 
in London last week. Argentina’s re- 
fusal to meet the proposals of Aust- 
ralia, United States and Canada block- 
ed further progress, Last fall at Bud- 
apest, Argentina openly repudiated the 
pact on the ground that it was unfair 
to her. Ever since then her attitude 
has consistently been in opposition to 
the continuence of the agreement. At 
present the secretarial organization is 
being maintained in London, but im- 
mediate hopes for revival of the agree- 


ment are slight.

Where the roadside grass- 
hopper was abundant along roadsides, 
headlands and over grazed pastures, 
particular care must be maintained to 
see that the young ‘hoppers hatching 
from these egg-beds do not spread into 
nearby fields. 
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of the surface, and if the cultivators 
or discs are set so as to work deeper 
than this, they are likely to keep the 
epes covered and defest the purpose of 
the cultivation. Wherever the mould- 
beard plough can be used, good control 
can be obtained by ploughing to a 
depth of more than four inches, and 
then packing the soil. For this plough- 
ing to be effective the furrow slice 
must be turned completely upside 
down, so that the eggs will be well 
buried under packed soil. Fields that 
were well summerfailowed in 1934 and 
the soil was not solid after July 1 are 
not likely to bs infested with eggs, and 
need not be cultivated es a grasshop- 
per control this spring. 


Farmers are urged to watch for the 
first signs of grasshoppers hatching 
this spring. The newly-hatched ‘hop- 
pers are less than one-quarter inch 
long and must not be confused with 
those harmless prairie forms which 
spend the winter partially grown and 
which may be quite active on warm 
days in the winter or carly spring. 
These forms will be found to be over 
one-quarter inch Ien¢g ana inaiy os 
them over one-half inch long. 


The first hatching of the economic 
grasshoppers in 1933 was reported on 
May 26, while in 1934 eggs began to 
hatch on April 25. The time of hatch- 
ing this spring will depend on the 
weather conditions, but with warm, dry 
weather in April, eggs may begin to 
hatch any time after April 20. 


As soon as hatching is under way, 
poisoned bait should be secured from 
the local mixing station and spread 
as thinly as possible among the ‘hop- 
pers. A careful and thorough poisoning 
of those restricted aréas where egrass- 
hoppers are hatching may save con- 
siderable time and expense later. This 
is particularly true of the concentrated 
hatching grounds of the roadside grass- 
hopper, where there are usually enough 
eggs laid in less than one acre to sup- 
ply the grasshoppers that will later be 
spread over several hundred acres. 


Parasites cannot be expected to be 
of any material assistance in control- 
ling the grasshoppers. During the 1934 
season, flesh flies were very abundant, 
and in restricted localities as high ss 
90 per cent of the grasshoppers pres- 
ent in the summer were parasitized. In 
the province as a whole, parasites did 
not destroy much more than 10 per 
cent of the grasshoppers. The value of 
parasites is greatly decreased when it 
is realized that they usuaily attack the 
full-grown grasshoppers, at which time 
much of the early season damage to 
crops has been done. When a success- 
ful poisoning campaign has been con- 
ducted, parasites may dsstroy a high 
percentage of the remaining grass- 
hoppers and reduce the degree of in- 
festation for the next season. 


All farmers in the infested areas are 
urged to plan now to carry. on grass- 
hopper control work this coming spring. 
Concerted action at the right time and 
particular attention to the instructions 
for using poisoned bait will do much 
to hold the crop losses to the mini- 
mum. In spite of occasional reports to 
the contrary, excellent control can be 
secured by using the standard bait 
when it is scattered properly.
